Culver City, Calif., July ll . —(UR)— 
Paying no attention to a noisy m otor 
and to the relentless grind of flying a 
plane continuously for more than nine 
days and nine nights, Loren Mendell 
and Pete R einhart continued to drive 
the biplane Angeleno in a great circle 
around the airport here today. 
The grim y and be whiskered pilots 
passed ther 220th consecutive hour in 
the air at 11:30 A. M. and gave no in­ 
dication that they intended to land 
soon. 
They continued to 
cruise 
always 
within gliding distance of the airport. 
A crowd of 5,000, increasing every 
minute, was jam m ed around the field 
aa the 220-hour m ark fell behind the 
Angeleno. 


Culver City, Calif., July ll. — The 
staunch motor of the biplane Angeleno 
gave a w arning of trouble today for 
the first time since it started pound­ 
ing out a world’s endurance record on 
July 2. 
In a message dropped to the airport 
here just as the 216-hour m ark was 
passed, 
Loren 
Mendell 
and 
“Pete” 
R einhart, pilots of the Angeleno, stat­ 
ed 
“the 
engine is 
getting a trifle 
noisy.” 
They preceded the rem ark with an 
optimistic "we can m ake 300 hours 
easy” but m otor experts a t the field 
believed that the increased sound pos­ 
sibly indicated th at the Angeleno was 
nearing the end of its sustained flight. 
“We can m ake 300 hours easy,” the 
message from the pilots read. 
“The 
m otor is getting a trifle noisy but not 
too bad. 
Had some trouble with the 
oil pump last night but it is clearing 
up now.” 
To reach 300 hours 
of 
continuous 
flight, Mendell and 
R einhart 
m ust 
stay aloft until 7:30 P. M. Sunday. 
They passed the 216 hours m ark and 
entered their tenth day of flying at 
7:30 A. M. today. 
At th at tim e they 
already had been in the air 43 hours 
longer than anyone before them. 
Mendell and R einhart had another 
hectic session with fog last night. By 
rem aining in the air despite the fog 
the fliers took a chance on losing the 
airport and sacrificing their record by 
not landing at the same airport from 
w here the take-ofT was made. 
Giant 
lights from the motion picture studios 
played into the low ceiling all night, 
giving the Angeleno as m uch help as 
possible. 
The Angeleno took on only a small 
load of fuel last night because of *he 
need of being able to m aneuver easily 
in the tog. 
One 
hundred 
gallons of gasoline 
went aboard with cinnam on rolls and 
coffee this morning. 
Paul W hittier, pilot of the refueling 
ship, rem arked after the contact was 
made this morning that Mendell and 
R einhart looked much worse than the 
m otor of the Angeleno sounded. 
“They are so covered with whiskers 
and grease you’d think they’d been 
marooned in a coal bunker 
for 
a 
m onth,” he said. 
The contact this morning was made 
while both ships were banking, con­ 
sidered a rather hazardous feat. 
The 
desire of the Angeleno pilots 
to 
al­ 
ways rem ain w ithin gliding distance 
of the field necessitated the act. 
W hittier 
said 
that 
Mendell 
and 
R einhart signalled to him th at every­ 
thing was going fine. 
He said the 
motor was m aking a little more noise. 
Despite the whiskers and the grease, 
Mendell and R einhart retained their 
good disposition* as evidenced by the 
messages that fluttered from the plane 
One of the notes advised the crowd 
“to come back next Tuesday if you 
want to see us land.” 
Another said, 
“Getting better all the tim e; we may 
stay up forever.”

AMERICANS FORCED TO HALT AT 
SANTANDER AFTER FUEL 
EXHAUSTION 
By THOMAS B. MORGAN 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Rome, July l l . —To the long list of 
conquering heroes whose deeds have 
re echoed from the battlements of the 
eternal city were added 
today 
the 
names of Roger Q. Williams and Lewis 
Yancey, the American aviators 
who 
were the first to achieve Rome as the 
goal of a trans-Atlantic flight. 
Even the fact that the daring flier* 
failed to reach here in an unbroken 
journey from Old Orchard, Maine, did 
not diminish the enthusiasm of the 
Romans. 
The Americans were forced 
to halt at 
Santander, Spain, after 
spanning the Atalntic, because of fuel 
exhaustion. 
The arrival of the American mono­ 
plane Pathfinder was one of the most 
impressive sights ever witnessed in a 
city long accustomed to spectacular 
events. 
At 9:30 P. M. last night (8:80 
P. M. EST) the plane swooped out of 
the dark Italian sky. 
The pale glare of the lights at the 
Littorio airport, where 
the 
landing 
was made, gave the plane a strange, 
weird appearance. 
It looked Uke a 
fantastic bird suddenly lighting from 
another planet. 
When 
the 
plane 
made its easy, 
graceful landing it was the signal for 
the most uproarious cheer heard here , 
in years. 
Thousands of persons had 
gathered at the field to unite in giv­ 
ing the Americans the sort of welcome 
of which only the Latins are capable. 
Officialdom was on hand to give the 
Americans a welcome in the name of 
the king, Premier Mussolini and the 
Italian people. The premier was there 
in person before the arrival. But af­ 
ter waiting for the fliers for nearly 
two hours he Anally departed. 
The Italian undersecretary of al#, 
Halo Balbo, received the fliers lh the 
name of the king and the kingdom. 
He was one of the Aret to shake tips 
hands of the aviators. 
“I offer you my heartiest congratu­ 
lations, Yancey and Williams,” BS 
tary Balbo said in English, 
"in 
name of the king, Mussolini and ti 
Italian government." 
The Americans, because of strong 
headwinds along the 
Mediterranean, 
were tate in arriving hers. 
During the last stages of our flight 
from Spain we were held up by strong 
headwinds,” Yancey explained. “That 
prevented our arrival on schedule. At 
times we were able to average only 40 
miles an hour.” 
The Pathfinder had covered about 
,250 miles on its flight from America 
in approxmately 42 hours 
of flying 
time. 
The flight from Old Orchard 
to Santander was about 3,400 miles, 
rom Santander to Rome is 8% mils*. 
The Americans were 
in 
excellent 
condition after their gruelling battle 
with 
the elements and their long 
stretch in the cramped quarters of 
the Pathfinder. 
The fliers, accompanied by th* un- 
er sec re tary, were received 
by 
th# 
premier at Villa Torlonla, where they 
gave the Italian dictator a full des- 
rlption of their flight and the hazards 
with which they had to contend. 
Yancey was asked lf there was any 
possibility of his flying back to the 
United Stales. 
He said: 
“We might fly over the European 
eglons, but as for returning over the 
Atlantic, that we shall not try before 
next year.”

The Dividends fro m Hoys' Work 


Boy Explorer Safe 


M uch work is being done for and among boys in this coun­ 
try. 
The Boy Scouts, boys’ clubs of various kinds, the work of 
the Rotary and other service clubs, supplement each other, says 
the Duluth Herald. . 
Is it worth while? 
Does it pay? 
Is it good for the boys and 
for the society they are growing up in? Listen to a few facts that 
have a direct bearing on these questions. 
A crime commission reports, as a result of a study of a hun­ 
dred and fifty-four men serving life sentences as habitual crim­ 
inals, that more than half were under Twenty-one when they were 
caught, and that not a single one had ever known contact with 
any kind of supervised boys’ activity. 
William L. Butcher, a member of the New York crime com­ 
mission who has spent years in boys’ work, says that only one in a 
thousand of the young people whose spare time is supervised in 
playgrounds and clubs gets into trouble, while among those whose 
play lacks these influences one in a hundred lands in difficulties. 
John II. Witter, superintendent of the Chicago Boys’ clubs, 
says that the average boy is thirty-five times as likely to get into 
mischief as the club product. 
Grace Abbott, director of the Federal children’s bureau, re­ 
ports that in Milwaukee there has been a decrease of twenty per 
cent in juvenile crime in the last twenty-five years, while the 
population doubled, and that this is due directly to the spread of 
supervised recreational activities and responsible boy leadership. 
In Dayton, Ohio, districts with supervised provision for the 
leisure hours of boys have a third less crime than similar areas 
without such provision. 
Three hundred playground directors and school superintend­ 
ents report a great decrease in boy crime in the last two years 
which they ascribe to increased facilities for regulating the leisure 
time of boys, including the simple expedient of opening play 
grounds for a few hours every night under careful supervision. 
Then there is the story of a section of a groat city that bac 
been branded as the worst crime-breeding section in the country. 
This district, which produced more boy criminals than any othei 
area of like size in the country, has a hundred and fifty pool rooms. 
A boys’ club was opened there, and three trained young leaders 
were sent in to run it. 
The result was a reduction of forty per 
cent in boy crime in that district in one year. 
Does boys’ work pay? Read the answer in these facts. 
Boys have to be busy. 
They would just as soon be busy at 
wholesome activities as any other kind. 
When they get busy al 
unwholesome activities, it is because neglect lets a bad environ­ 
ment and a bad example do their deadly work. 
That neglect nour­ 
ishes a seedbed of boy criminals. 
Boys' work, such as the Boy 
Scouts, the Boys’ Y. M. C. A.«*md other agencies are doing, turns 
boyish energy into wholesome channels and lays the foundation 
for useful Jives. 
Boys’ work, not reform schools and jails, is Hie cure for the 
conditions that have been flooding the country with juvenile crim 
jnals.
